Bowden went Monday night. Attor- 
ney-Oeneral Lamar was present at the 
Interview. It is understood that Bow- 
dcn'fa attitude towards the governor 
wab very much that of the suppliant. 
He almost implored the governor tc 
lot up, but the governor was far from 
being moved by Uowden's appeal and 
roundly denounced the club's people

Wants O. P. Huntington to Aoooont 


for Borne Securities. 


A story has been told on Wall street to 


the affect that C. P. Huotington has 
Dem asksd by Mrs. Leland Stanford to 
aooount to tbe etlale for a certain block 
of securities amounting in nine to $1, 
000,000, and that it is likely that Boot 
ington will be able to control the Galves- 
ton, Houston and Texas and other lines 
ia which Stanford had large interest*.

N*atr!7 AU the Valuable Sea Monatera 


Have Left til- Sortb Pacific. 


The valuable whales have about all 


disappeared from the iNorth Pacific. 
Behring and Okhotsk seas no longer 
contain them, and the Arctic ocean is 
the only recognized whalingf ground 
left, Tacrc arc but fifty whalers now 
afloat in the western ocean, while a 
half century ago there were six hun- 
dred such ships. There are ten steam 
vessels in this fleet and the rest are de- 
scribed by Harper's Weekly as relics— 
ancient barks and brigs that date 
from the long ago, are seldom insured 
and with difficulty secure crews. The 
captain and crew go on shares or are 
paid a percentage of the season's 
catch, and six or eight whales will 
credit the former with four or five 
thousand dollars and the sailors with, 
a couple of hundred dollars each. For 
three seasons one of the whalers has 
not secured a single whale, while one, 
crew captured twenty-one whales in 
the summer of 1691. 


In 1891 gitka was surprised by the 


visit of a whaler, the first in the many 
years since the Fairweather grounds 
of Mount St. Elias were abandoned. 
This ship had sailed in March for that 
old ground, but off Prince William 
sound nine right whales were taken 
in eight days, and a tenth had been 
wounded, when the bark grounded iu 
a fog, unshipped and broke the rud- 
der. It then worked its wn y to Sitka, 
and for a fortnight gave a new inter- 
est to the life of that quiet capital. 


There had been time to clean and 


slightly deodorize the ship during its 
sail into port, and it fell disappointingly 
short of the traditional vthalcr 
Uu't 


it was interesting to visit ,t. and have 
the cheerful mate Mioiv 
pieces of 


whalebone six and seven feet in length 
blacked up like cord wood: to seethe 
boats, harpoons, knives and tackle and 
the huge vats in the brick furnace on 
deck, where the mountains of blubber 
are tried cut. But the blubber and oil 
are little regarded in this day, a.s 
whalebone at six dollars a pound is the 
most valuable ,part of the monster. 
Catching their whales so fait, this 
crew had not time to out up one whale 
before another was sighted, and the 
hold was filled with the blubber of the 
first whale while they were busy har- 
pooning and cutting the bone froin the 
later catches. They had only four 
hundred and thirty barrels of oil, and 
the tongue of one whale yielded thir- 
teen of those barrels. From nine whales 
there came ten thousand pounds of 
bone. 


EFFECT OF AIR ON COAL. 


Fact* Concerning th*> Ventilatioi 


Quantities. 


A thorough and scientific examina- 


tion made by an English chemist on 
the effect of air and ventilation on 
coal gives the 
following- results: 


1. The dang-er of spontaneous firing of 


1 coal in large lumps is very slight, but 
is much greater with smaller coal and 
still greater with dust, the increase of 
danger being1 due to the larger extent 
of surface exposed to the air in propor- 
tion to the mass of coaL 2. Air- 
dried coal which contains more than 
three per cent, of moisture is dan- 
gerous, but if it contains less the dan- 
ger diminishes, the moisture contained 
being a measure of the absorbent 
power of the coal for air, and the 
more absorbent the coal the more 
dangerous. 
3. The danger is ome- 


what increased by the presence of 
pyrites in large quantity. 4. Newly- 
won coal should be shielded* from the 
air as much as possible to prevent the 
chance of rapid heating, and for the 
same reason it is best not to stack it in 
large heaps, since these retain the 
boat. 5. AH external sources of heat, 
such as steam pipes, boilers and hot 
flues in the neighborhood of the coal, 
add very greatly to the risk, sponta- 
neous heating becoming vastly more 
rapid when it is assisted from without. 
Of course, these conclusions have 
special relation to coal that is stored 
or shipped in cargoes.

stance so sweet that the sensation on 
the palate is disagreeable from its 
cloying persistency. A grain or two 
grains give the sweetness of one or 
two Innns of bup-ar, and it can be 
taken iu food without producing tho 
dyspeptic and gouty results that real 
sugar produces on some persons. 


Of all living- things rats seem to be 


among the most repulsive, and when 
dead what can be their use? But even 
they are tho subjects of production in 
the industrial arts. The fur is valuable 
and finds a ready sale. 
The skins 


make a superior glove, the gant de rat, 
and are especially used for the thumbs 
of kid gloves, because the skin of the 
rat is strong and elastic. The thigh- 
bones were formerly valued as tooth- 
picks for clubs, but are now out of 
fashion; while the tendons and bones 
are boiled up to make the gelatin 
wrappers for bonbons. 


Chemistry, like a thrifty housewife, 


economizes every scrap. The horse- 
shoe nails dropped in tbe streets are 
carefully collected, and reappear as 
swords and guns. The main ingredi- 
ent of the ink with which I now write 
was probably once the broken hoop of 
an old beer barrel.

New York ib in this respect worse than 
other American cities, but th<t figures 
recently published recording the ex- 
penditure of that city in the year 1803 
for schools, amusements and drinks 
are alarming as well as instructive. 


The city's public school bill for the 


year Mimed, representing the larger 
part of the expenditure for education, 
was four million dollars. Its amuse- 
ment bill—the sum which it paid for 
its theaters, circuses and other public 
shows—was seven million dollars. And 
its drink bill was sixty million dollars!

BIHATOB SHIBMAM, a jear ago, before 


the Democrats came into power, tried to 
pass a bill giving the secretary ot the 
treasury power to iseae bonds to main- 
tain the national credit. The Democrats 
in congress, however, would not have it, 
and prevented tbe passage of the bill.

Pa., who is also a leading maunfaotar, 
after studying the Wilson tariff bill from 
a bunnese atand point, aaw that it would, 
in ease it became a law, ruin certain in- 
dustries in the country, and at onoe nude 
up nil mind he would visit the president, 
point out these defects in the bill and 
appeal to him to use his influence with 
the committee on ways and means to 
hav* the defects remedied.

The president heard him through, and 
then asked: "Are yon not a Democrat, 
and did yon not vote that ticket? " The 
gentleman responded 10 tbe affirmative.

Destroy the consumers 
in this country by abandoning protec- 
tion, and yon destroy tbe farmer's home 
market, while yon do not create a foreign 
market for him, and what is the result? 
The demand fur his produce would cease 
to a very great degree, and in the same 
degree toe prioa o* everything be pro- 
duces will be reduced, and all the Demo- 
cratic statesmen in the country will not 
be able to prevent it. The home market 
has been crippled by the return of the 
Democrats to power with the threat of 
unfriendly legislation toward manufac- 
turers, causing thousands of them to 
suspend, thus producing idleness all over

The farmer has not been able 


to escape tbe effects of this prostration, 
and he finds that tbe value of what be 
has to sell has been very materially re- 
duced.

whooped it up for him during the cam- 
paign. 


The second obarge made by Mr. Haley 


that President Cleveland bae done noth 
ing to advance the principles of the party 
is to some extent unjust. Cleveland baa 
don* his beat in that direction bat the 
people have been against turn. All hi* 
power was used to advance the principles 
ot the party in Massachusetts, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Obin Iowa and 
Massachusetts last November, bat tbe 
principles being somewhat duooidant 
and out ot joint from experience, tbe peo- 
ple rose up en mane and kicked tbe 
Democratic party and ito questionable 
principles higher than a kite. That is 
tin way it happened «nd Cleveland ought 
not be blamed for that which be could 
aot help.
